HIS IS the story of a dental 
plate. It’s a true story, and 
a costly -one. 

A few weeks ago a certain €a- 
nadian obtained a new upper plate 
from her. local dentist. She, was 


. offered a choice: a vulcanite plate 


for $50 or a plastic plate for $75. 
Twenty-five dollars extra seemed 
a great deal for a gmal! quantity 
of plastic materials, so she bought 
the vuleanite plate. ‘ 
“At this point, -her -. hisband’s 
euripsity (or pocket-book) drove 
him into action. He’ wrote to Cana- 
dian Industries Limited’ , 
makes dental plastic. S, 
Replied CIL: “We get less than 
fifty cents for the quantity re- 


. quired to make one deital plate. 


After passing through two more 
hands that amount ‘costs‘the den- 


_ -tist between one-Aand two dollars.’ 


In brief the dentist apparently 
charges an extra $25, over and 
above his $50, for material which 


*. cost him less than $2. ° . 


* The man of the’ House didn't 
rest ‘at that point. He’sent the de- 
tails of the price spread on the 
dental plate to the Royal Commis- 
sion on Prices. There, after all, is 
the’ body.set up for -precisely the 
purpose of examining price levels.
